NEW GUTTA PERCHA TREE. 
Valuable Discovery Recently Made in 
the Valley of the Amazon. 


Up to quite recent date the world 
has relied on the rubber tree for its 
supply of gutta percha, and on ac- 
count of the limited area in which this 
plant grows the product has been ex- 
ceedingly expensive. A short time ago 
a gutta percha merchant in the Gula- 
nas in examining. the Amazon region 
in Seuth America found the balata 
tree growing in abundance near Para 
and on the Amazon and its tributaries 
for thousands of miles. The Bravilfans 
had no knowledge of its gum-produc- 
ing properties and-were found cutting 
down the trees for firewood and build- 
ing material. A concession was bought 
and the practical work of producing 
gutta percha for the market begun. 

Thero is practically no limit to the 
supply of gutta percha on the Amazon 
and it can be preduced at a fraction 
of the cost of rubber. The method of 
“bleeding” the Dalata tree Is entirely 
different from that used’ to extract the 
gum of the rubbér tree and only ex- 
port “bleeders,” 4t is said, can be 
employed. The trees yicld many times 
as much sap as the rubber trees and 
one man can gather as much gutta 
| percha jn a day as twenty man can 
extract from the rubber tree. Each 
tree will average three and a half 
pounds and one competent “bleeder” 
can prepare forty to fifty pounds per 
day, The gum is fermented and then 


dried in the sun, after which {t is‘ 


ready for shipment.

Ebenezer deeded his half to 
his son Seth. Oct. 5, 1761, and Caleb 
gave his share to his sons Caleb and 
Reuben. Seth Stone willed his share 
on Oct. 18, 1780, to Noah Stone, and 
the latter probably bought out tne 
other owners, for on May 19 1890, he 
paid to Medad Stone $158.34 for the 
share he owned, and thus became the 
sole possessor of the island. 

During the time that the island re- 
mained in the hands of private citi- 
zens it was used as a part of the farm 
of the owner and each spring it was 
plowed, planted and taken ‘care of 
the same as any farm land. The farm- 
ers owning it usually went to the its- 
land in old-fashioned scaws, taking 
with them a pair of cattle to do the 
plowirg with, and remained upon the 
island until the planting ,;was com- 
pleted. There was an old house that 
stood on the island for upward of’a 
hundred years. that was used by the 
farmers to live in during the time 
they were tending their crops. The 
laid Was always fertile and the four 
acres yielded a good harvest to the 
owners. The cattle and horses taken 
to the island often exhibited strong 
desires to get ashore when their own- 
ers had left.

. BIGGEST CRAB EVER FQUND. 


One in Brooklyn Museum Over Eleven 
' Feet in Diameter. ASse a. 

The biggest crab ever discovered, it 
is said, is now mounted and on exhibi- 
tion in the Brooklyn Museum of Arts 
rand Sciences, The natural home of 
this creature is under from 800 to 4,000 
feet of water. The crab measures 11% 
feet {n diameter and for the most part 
\it has a very beautiful complexion— 
for a crab—ranging from a delicate 
old rose tint on the top of the cara- 
pace and legs to a pale brownish shade 
on the underside. 

The two front legs have the usual 
crab claws, which are big enough to 
crush a man, but the others end in 
narrow brown hoofs without toes, The 
eyes on the branches are enormously 
large and the feelers are as big as gar- 
den hose, 

The crab was taken off the Japan- 
ese coast and formed a part of a col- 
lection made by Prof. Bashford Dean 
of Columbia college last year and it 
was presented to the Brooklyn mu- 
seum by Eugene G. Blackford. It 
took mote than a month to-mount it. 

It is supposed that the giant crabs 
grow to twelve feet in diameter, says 
the Detroit News-Tribune, but the one 
in Brooklyn is the biggest ever cap- 
tured. Not many of them are cap- 
“tured—not more.than ten or twelve a 
year—although the Japanese are fish- 
ing over the grounds where they are 
found all the time. 

The Japanese fishermen set lines 
seVeral miles in length, with many 
hundreds of hooks, which are sunk to 
the floor of the ocean and left over 
night. ‘When the lines are hauled in 
next morning all manner of extraordi- 
nary things are found attached, from 
giant crabs to sea lihes. 


BUFFALO HAD TO CLIMB. 


Logic of Situation Wouldn’t Permit 
Any Other Movement. 

A near relation of the late Baron 
Munchausen on the maternal side, ln- 
eally descended from Ananias and 
Sapphira, was telling a party of friends 
about treeing a bull buffalo in one of 
the trees of California.

The Fresnel light now in use 
is a fixed Hght varied by flashes and 
operated continually in the following 
order: Fixed Hght, sixty seconds; 
eclipse, ten seconds; flash light, ten 
seconds; eclipse, ten seconds: fixed 
light, sixty seconds. This light is of 
great power, can be scen- sixteen 
miles in fatr wehther and kerosene oil 
is used in the lamp.

‘~ Effect of Electriuity on Plants. . 
Interesting-experiments—have-- been 
conducted by Dr. Lemstrom of Hel- 
singfora university on the effect of an 
electrical discharge on the growth of 
plants. Four seeds of barley, wheat 
and rye were sown in pots, the sail 
being electrically connected with the 
ground. Above the two pots was sus- 
pended an insulated network of wire, 
with a number of points of a Holz ma- 
chine so connected that in some of the 
pots.the electric current passed from 
the metal work to the earth, while in 
others it passed in the reverse direc- 
tion. For five hours daily a current 
was passed through the soil. After 
cight weeks the height of the plants 
affected by the electric current was 
found to be about forty per cent great- 
er than those to which no current had 
been applied. It is said that experi- 
ments with other plants show similar 
results, but different in degree.

Mount McKinley.

GETTING AROUND THE LAW. 


‘Koran Must Not Be Sold In Turkey, 
but Dealers “Qlve" It Away. 

In Stamboul there are several book 
stores the proprietors of which are 
elther Persians, Arabians, Abyssinians 
or’ Tubks. Not in the frequented 
streets are‘ these storés, but “fa ‘dark 
and narrow alleys. 

The books in them comprise various 
editions of the Koran, translated into 
all the languages of the Orient; theo- 
logical and historical treatises on the 
Koran in the Turkish, Persian and Ar- 
abic tongues, annals which clearly 
prove that all the sultans of. the Otto- 
man dynasty were prodigies of genius 
and sanctity; marvelaus fairy talee 
and stories of adventure, which are 
more or less fantastic and the sole ob- 
ject of which is to prove that no one 
should be considered honest, intelll- 
gent or happy unless he is a Turkish 
Mussulman, unless he venerates the 
sultan, unless he lives in Stamboul all 
‘his fe without ever quitting it even 
for a day, and unless he regards as 
utterly fabulous all that he: hears 
about Europe, 

A Mussulman is forbidden to sell a 
copy of the Koran, and therefore a 
foreigner who desires to purchase the 
sacred book must proceed as follows: 
Go into the book store, having on your 
face as pious an expression as possible 
and say to the proprietor: 

“1 shall consider myself eternally in- 
debted to you if you will present me 
with a copy of the Koran.” 

“As lam a devout believer,” the pro- 
prietor will answer, “I think it my 
duty to assist any unbeliever who de- f 
sires to instruct himself in our law. 
Moreover, you seem to be a serious: 
man, and I am convinced that it is not 
vain curiosity. which prompts you to 
obtain a copy of the Koran, but a sin- 
cere desire to study .our religion. 
Therefore [ am willing to make you a 
present of this copy, though I value it 
highly, for I paid a good price for it.” 

You will then put. the book in your 
pocket and a minute or two later the 
proprietor will say, “I. shall consider 
myself eternally your debtor if you 
will make me a present of ” nam- 
ing a certain’sum. 

If you think the price too high you 
may bargain with him, but you must 
take care nét to make the slightest al- 
‘lusion to the copy of the Koran in 
your pocket, for in disposing of it the 
proprietor has-clearly broken the law 
and it would not be good policy for 
-you.to remind him of that fact.—New 
York Herald.
